The 
Karakul sheep had a lung disease 
and nothing was being done to 
relieve their condition, the SPCA 
charged.

stockyards by the SPCA.

Two years ago, Hemingway 
roused the anger of local citizens 
by pasturing several sheep at 
| Buclid and Foothill, as a publicity 
gag for his fur farms. He re- 
moved the sheep under protest 
after failing to get city livestock 
crdinances amended.

Insurance From Jail Term 


SACRAMENTO (UP)—You stood 
a better chance of keeping out 


of prison last year if you were! 


convicted of a serious crime in 
a small county than if you were 
convicted in a large ccunty. 
Figures released today by Gov- 
ernor Warren's special crime 
study commissions on juvenile 
justice and adult corrections and 
release procedures, showed prokta- 


tion was granted to almost half | 


the persons convicted in the Su- 
perior Courts cf California’s 29 
smaller counties. 

The larger the county, the less 
the chance of probation, the fig- 
ures showed. In four of the larger 
counties—Los Angeles, San Fran- 
ci$Sco, Alameda and San Diego 
8,049 criminals were convicted 
during 1948 and only 3,593 were 
granted probation. 

A special committee prepared 
the report on county probation 
Services for the two special crime 
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commissions. It found: 
“Great inconsistencies of pro- 


bation service resources exist be- | 
tween one county and another in | 
California. 

“The most populous counties | 
have much better financed, staffed | 


and equipped departments than 
the middle and smaller ones.” 


But the committee concluded 


that probation services were well | 
worth while. It costs 10 times | 


as much to put a man in the 


state prison as it does to grant ! 


probation, the report said. And 
it declared that many persons 
receive their best correctional 
treatment outside of prisons.

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Coast Guards Cool Off 
At Lonely Lighthouses | 


MIAMI, Fla. One of the 
coolest jobs in the south these 
sweltering days is tending the| 
lights off the Florida keys. A 


score of coast guardsmen work on 


five reef lighthouses spaced at 
| strategic intervals right out in 


the ocean—and they like it. 

The powerful lights, visible 16 
miles, warn vessels of a_ trea- 
echerous shallow ledge running 
from south of Miami almost to 
Key West a ledge which once 
echoed to the cries of wreckers. 

Fach reef lighthouse is built 
on eight iron pilings and is cam- 
pletely surrounded by water. The 
men have twin-decked circular 
living quarters about one-third 
the way up the structure. An en- 
closed ciscular stairway leads to 
the light at the top. All the win- 
dows open on the ocean. The 
men’s cots have blankets on 
them, and the blankets are used, 
too, while people ashore lie 
puddles of prespiration.

Fraud Indictment 
For Hemingway 


Federal mail fraud charges may 
be filed scon against Harold K. 
Hemingway, Cucamonga rancher, 
who is now facing court action 
in Orange County on a charge of 
mistreatment of his flock of Kara- 
kul sheep. 

‘Paul Fitting, of the U. S. At- 
torney’s office in Los Angeles, 
told the Daily News-Herald this 
afterncon that his office is con- 
sidering the indictment of Hem- 
ingway for fraudulent use of the 
mails. 

The United States Postal De- 
partment has been conducting an 
intensive investigation into Hem- 
ingway’s Karakul sheep deals 
conducted by mail. 

This week, Postal Inspector 
John C. Ward completed his in- 
vestigation and turned his find- 
ings over to the U, S. Attorney’s 
office for handling by Fitting. 

Geed Case 

“Although I haven’t completed 
my examination, it looks like we 
have a good case,” Fitting said. 

Ward’s findings indicated that 
Hemingway had misrepresented 
profits which might be realized 
by Karakul fur investors. The 
Postal Department stepped into 
the case when it received com- 
plaints from investors who had 
been sold on the scheme by pro- 
mction literature received through 
the mail.

VASHINGTON (P) — An air 
force general said today that Rea 
Russia’s sudden blockade of Berlin 
last summer had a strong influ- 
ence on decisions to carry out 
the B36 bomber program. 

Gen. Frederick H. Smith, 
air force requirements chief, tes- 
tified before the House Armed 
Services Committee, investigating

In April, 1948, there was “con- 
siderable difference of opinion” 
in the air staff as to the value 
of the B36. 

Preferred Medium 

Gen. George C. Kenney, then 
Chief of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand, preferred refueling mediun 
bombers for long range missions, 
and had proposed using the B36 
as a tanker instead of a bomber. 

During that month, however, 
an early model B36 made a 6,900 
miie flight carrying a simulated 
10,000-pound bomb load. In May, 
it flew another long mission with 
the heavy load, covering 8,062 
miles in 36 hours. 

Smith said the majority of po- 
tential enemy targets would have 
been within this range. “The per- 
formance was encouraging,” he 
said.

In Bus Crash 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (AP) — Fifteen persons died in the. 


flaming wreckage of a greyhou 


nd bus that burned after smash- 


ing into a bridge abutment near here early today. 
Because flames consumed the 


trapped bodies, Identifi- 


cation of the bodies was a slow procedure. 


The bus, bound from Indiana- 
apolis to -Bloomington, hit the 
bridge on a winding, hilly road 
shortly after midnight. Seconds 
later it was in flames. 


Two of the dead were believed 
to be Charles Ellerbrook, 79, of 
Evansivile, Ind., and his 67-year- 
old wife. 

Their son, Billy Ellerbrook, who 
survived the crash, said his par- 
ents were on the bus and were 
trapped. 

The bodies were not recovered 
until long after daylight. 

Twelve other persons were in- 
jured in the crash and are in a 
Bloomington hospital.

Yesterday the Orange county 
board of supervisors took action 
to install pipelines to drain off 
Prado water.

10-Year Scheme 

Max Bookman, flood control en- 
gineer for Riverside county who 
has spearheaded the drive to pro- 
tect waters behind the Prado dam, 
said that yesterday’s action by 
Orange county is the result of a 
ten-year scheme by that county to 
drain off Prado water. 

When the Federal government 
built the dam in 19389 it installed 
a five-foot drainage pipe at the 
bottom of the dam to run off ex- 
cess water. 

At that time, according to Book- 
man, Orange county footed the bill 
for the drainage pipe and saw to 
it that it emptied into Orange 
‘ county.

4 But does all this mean that Up- 


land ‘is virtually helpless? Upland 
is far from helpless. To my mind 
it is nothing short of preposterous 
that the authorities nermit it to 
continue those switching 
on Euclid avenue. Its franchise 
there expired in 1936. But along 
1939 those switching tracks 
ceased to be a legal problem and 
became one merely of negotia- 
tions between the city and the 
Pacific Electric. From that day 
It had been 
maneuvered into a false position. 

In the present situation the 


* complaining property holders 


might secure the active sympathy 
of the citrus growers. 
Upland turns cver an immense 
citrus freight business to the P.E. 
every vear. If that business was 
cut in half, or turned over to the 
Santa Fe altogether, we would 
hardly find the P.E. 
land what it will do about its 
trains. The citrus growers and 
the packing house managers cer- 
tainly could bring an immense 
pressure to bear. 

But the whole matter ought to 
be settled, or reasonably adjusted 
by the application of certain laws 
cr ordinances. Under the Consti- 
tution of California the cities are 
given the fullest power that the 
state had in regard to all “munic- 
ipal affairs.” The regulation of 
these trains by an appropriate 
ordinance would constitute a mu- 
nicipal affair. An amended ordi- 
nance could lessen the speed 
throughout Upland, and probably 
could even provide for the num- 
ber cf cars on each train. Of 
course the only difficulty about 
that solution would be that if 
you cut the present trains of 50 
or 60 heavy laden freight cars

If 
the city authorities will recognize 
this factor and guard against 
error, in 1968 all rights 
Pacific Electric to utilize any 
streets through Upland wilt have 
come to an end. That is a terrible 

weapon to use against the P.E. 
|It shculd only be used in case of 
imperative necessity. But it is a 
weapon that will be lost to Up- 
land, unless guarded against. 

If any bank,”or any business, or 
railway, knows that in 13 or 14 
years its rigat to continue will 
j} absolutely terminate, that threat 
immediately diminishes the pres- 
‘ent value of that business, or 
| bank, or railway company. If the 
P.E. after 13 or 14 years cannot 
utilize its right-of-way through 
Upland, what will it do? It has 
abandoned its passenger service 
on its right-of-way to the west. 
If it cannot utilize its freight 
service from the east, that means 
its right to existence is gone. 

If the attorney general of the 
{State of California could now be 
| convinced that the Pacific Elec- 
; tric already has also abandoned 
|its right to carry freight, as that 
| right was impliedly defined in the 
| franchise granted by Upland, then 
it would be the duty of the at- 


tcrney general to institute pro- 
|ceedings for forfeiture of the 
| franchise. 


| 


This argument is not one that 
Tam advancing as surely control- 
jling, but it certainly has merit, 
from a legal standpoint. Under 
the franchise this interurban line 
was given the privilege of carry- 
ing “freight” between the cities 
along its line, from San Bernar- 
dino to Los Angeles. Has it, by 
transforming itself into nothing 
less than a_ transcontinental 
freight line, substantially cr prac- 
tically also abandoned its right 
to carry freight by the very ex- 
cess of its demands? The Pacific 
Electric would emphatically say 
“No.” But a franchise: may be 
forfeited for “non-user or mis- 
user’; and this seems to be a 
plain case of mis-user. 

To me it appears proper that 
the City of Upland should not act 
on the defensive all the time. In- 
stead of being helpless, Upland 
has pcwerful weapons in its 
hands, a few of which have been 
touched upon here. First of all, 
the city might adopt an ordinance, 
reasonably regulating the speed 
of these heavy freight trains 
through the city. This ordinance

Does the presence cf a railroad 
agent as a member of the city 
council prevent any legal action 
or contract being made or taken 
between the council and the P. E.

The city council should care- 
fully examine the legal aspects 
of this matter promptly and 
take the necessary action to 
protect the rights and equities 
cf the property owners of Up- 
land. 

Just how effective will our po- 
lice and fire departments be’ able 
to give adequate services to the | 
residents of the city between and | 
south of the two railroad tracks, | 
if use of long, heavy freight traf- 
fic is installed on the Pacific 
Electric railroad? 

This matter should be given 
great consideration by our city 
council, 

Would it not be advisable, in 


form itself from a mere inter- 
urhan electric line into a trans- 
continental freight line.

He might 
institute an action of quo war- 
ranto-—that is, by what right? 

In the meantime a proper crdi- 
nance can he considered by the 
city authorities.

P.E. will remain an important | 
one. There always remains the | 
fact. that if the City of Upland | 
will not fritter away its rights | 
in the next 14 years, at that time 
the franchise will have termi- | 
nated. 


Personally. I feel convinced that | 
the P.E. will soon again switch | 
over to the diesels, despite their | 
assurances. The dicsels are | 
cheaper and they can haul longer | 
trains than with the trolleys. | 
While I think the use of diesels | 
cannot be prevented under the 
franchise, the abuse and nuisance | 
probably can be regulated by ordi- | 
nance. If \that fails, or leaves |
